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POLITICS IN ENGLAND. 


PARNELLITES ARE PREPARING TC 
MAKE TROUBLE FOR GLADSTONE. 


The Parnellites and Anti. Parnellites have 
Arranged to Hold a Conference Early 
in November With a View to Restoring 
Harmony Between the Factions—Glad- 
stone’« Constitaency— The Silver Ques- 
tion in India, 


The Parnellites, under the leadership 
of John and William Redmond, are pre- 
paring to make trouble again for Mr. 
Unless the government will 
assent to the introduction of a bill giv- 
ing financial aid and compensation to 
the evicted tenants in Ireland they 
threaten to withdraw their support from 
the cabinet. Several anti-Varnellites, 
moreover, have agreed to follow the 
same line of action. John Morley, Irish 
secretary wishes to grant the Parnellite 
deroands, but the majority of the minis-

sist upon the necessity of fullilling 
the pledges piven to the Liberals that 
the whole session next winter shall be 
devoted to the discustion of English 
measures, The ultimate decision of the 
government will depend upon the 
strength of the Irish deflection. The 
Parnellites will get their eviction bill if 
Mr. (iladstone’® majority seems likely to 
be reduced to the danger point and “the 
fate of the government become involved. 

The anti-Parnellites have arranged to 
hold a conference with the Parnellites 
early in November witha view toward 
restoring harmony between the factions. 
They have been weakened greatly of 
late by the disaffection of John Barry 
and W. R. Reynolds and the reports that 
othes are about to desert their organiza- 
tion. Justin McCarthy evidentlv feels 
himself too old to stay the process of dis 
integration, and he offered to resign the 
leadership in faver of Arthor O'Connag, 
John Dillon or Thomas Sexton. Dillon 
and Sexton, aided by Michae! Davitt and 
Wilham O'Brien, have sneceeded, how- 
ever, in inducing him to reconsider his 
offer, They are now endeavoring to per- 
suade Barry and his fellow-maleontents 


to retain their seats in the House of 
Commons, 
It is reported that John Morlev has 


offered Thos. Sexton the post of Trish 
commissioner of education urging upon 
him that the present is an opportune 
time for breaking the rule of the Nation- 
aliste against accepting offices from the 
British Government. Sexton, however 
willing he may be to take the place, ir 
not the man to accept it without at first 
obtaining the fall consent of bis collea 
gues and this they are not Iikely to give. 

Mr. Gladstone is busy draftinga Welsh 
disestablishment bill. Tle is drawing, as 
usual, upon his marvelously fertile re 
sourees to find a new way out of old dif- 
fienities. He has discovered already a 
simple solution of one problem. He will 
contend, for instance, that no Church of 
Wales exists, but merely the Church of 
England in Wales. The first clause of 
his bill will constitute the existing sees 
intoa Welkh church under the archbish 
opric of St. David’s. The subsequent 
clauses will specify the details of the dis- 
establishing process. 

Phe Conservatives have started a re- 
port that Mr. Gladstone will abandon his 
candidature for the Midlothian district 
at the general election because of fenrs 
that he would be defeated. At 
the last) election the majority was 
only Gin, anid lis the Conser- 
vatives Say, promises to fade away en- 
tirely af the next contest. The report of 
his retirenvent from this distriet, how 
ever, is pore fiction. In his last inter 
view with his election committee he 
gave and received an assurance that his 
connection with his historic constituency 
would be maintained, ; 

Die Indian government cable to Lon- 
don recentiy to advise urgentiv that sach 
wcluty toe poate ed Upon tie Itnipant of sii 
ver to India as would equatize the price 
of silver and the price of rupees. The 
dispatch was debated at council at the 
Indian office with the result) that the 
suggestion of the Indian government 
was condemned ae untimely. The Earl 
of Kitumberly’s response is understood 
to indicate, however, that in the near 
future the import duty will be imposed, 
The home government hesitates to take 
any action in the matter before the cur- 
rency question in the United States 
ahall be settled.

000. An Indian loan seems therefore to 
be inevitable. 

The Princess of Wales with her two 
danghters arrived at Marlborough House 
recently from Copenhagen where she 
vitited her parents for several weeks. 
After ashort stay inKonnon she will go 
abroad for the winter, probably to Egypt. 
The Prince of Wales came from Sand- 
ringham to meet her Society teems 
with stories to the effect that the prin- 
eess’ frequent and prolonged absences 
from England are due to family quarrels. 
In court cireles she is said to go abroad 
merely to better her own feeble health 
and strengthen the lungs of her danghter 
Maud.

The Liquidators Receive Instructions from 
the Court as to Preeedure. 


An application was made a short 
time ago before Mr. Juatice Bain 
by the liquidatore of the Commercial 
bank for directions ae to their pro- 
eedure.

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DEVOURING FLAMES. 


saciid 
An Account of the Ravages of the Prairie 
F re Around Headiogly. 


Mr. F. H. Francis, of Headingly, was 
in the city a short time ago, and he 
kindly gave, in conversation, a number 
of facts concerning the ravages of prairie 
fires in that vicinity some time back, by 
which a large quantity of hay and con- 
siderable grain was consumed. Mr. 
James Tait was the heaviest loser, his 
“ hole crop from one hundred acres and 
all Lis entting of hay during the season, 
being destroved. All along the river 
through the settlement the farmers lost 
more or lees hav, and some of all they 
had. j ‘ 

The fire started about six miles south 
ofthe river in the afternoon after the 
south-western train had passed. The 
wind blew a hurricane carrying the fire 
mm a horthwesterlv direction into the 
river about four miles above Headingly; 
then it turned and blew from the west 
carrying the fire down along the hay 
swainps, but keeping it a little away 
from the river. More or less hay belong- 
ing to nearly every settler was bamed. 
Atthe erossing the buildings narrowly 
escaped being burned. Mrs. Young, the 
wife of the watcetuman, saved them by 
starting a fire which burned around and 
away from them. Several times the tops 
of the stacks were ignited, but the flames 
were beaten out. 

Mr. Wm. Tait lost a building on the 
back portion of his fanm. Mr. Join 
Taylor, jr., lost considerable hay; and 
Mr. Alfred Taylor was also a consider- 
able loser, Ali these are residents on the 
south side of the river. On the north 
side, all the settlers lost more or less, but 
the particulars from those residing more 
remote have not been learned. The 
wind #wept in a southeasterly direction. 
Some fay that the fire started from the 
C. P. Ry track; others, that a party of 
hunters were to blame. The flames ran 
along the hay swamps above Rosser 
station. The principal losers were 
Messrs. H.W. Kanson, George Bryson, 
James Hilton. Fo Shirtliff, A.C. Dawson 
and G. Mekenzie, while others lost 
stualler quantities. The farmers on this 
side of the river did not lose their grain 
crops, as they had done their threslung. 
Atone tine it was feared 
wonid come into Headingly village; the 
wind turned to the north for a few 
minutes ard brought the fre towards 
the village, covering the place with 
emoke, when, fortunately, it turned west 
acain and earned the fire to the edze of 
the plowed fields where it died out.

AN EXCITING SCENE IN THE IRISH 
VILLAGE. 


The Union Jack Removed From the Tower 
by a Gang ot Irishmen and 4 Riot ts 
Narrowly Averted—Three of the Ring- 
leadars Arrested—Lord Aberdeen In- 
dignant. r 


There was almost a riot in Lady Aber- 
deen’s village of industries at the World's 
1 Fair grounds, Chicago, recently. A second 
attempt was made by about fifteen Irish- 
men to pull down tue Union Jack which 
has been floating from ihe tower of 
Blarney castle in boner of Lady Aber- 
deen’s husband, the Governor-General of 
Canada. The Irishmen gained access to 
the top of the tower and tore down the 
English emblem because they did not 
consider it ought to be unfurled in an 
Irish village. They were detected in the 
act by some of the village employees, and 
the guards drove the offenders out into 
the midway. The gang returned stealth- 
ily ina short time and climbed over one 
side of the fence. The guards were on 
the alert however, suspecting that an- 
other attempt would be made as soon as 
the flag was strung up again. and bounced 
the intruders. Then came the exciting 
part of the scene. The guards summoned 
the patrol wagon and tried to arrest the 
whole number in the face of threats from 
a crowd of several thousand who quickly 
gathered around the village. The wazon 
came on the double quick and the force 
of guards tried to eope with the anti- 
English visitors. Tnuey no sooner hac 
vot one or two prisoners into the wagon 
than the men who pressed around it 
pniled them out. Three of the ring- 
leaders were finally taken prisoners after 
a pitched battle of some minutes dura 
tion. The Earl of Aberdeen arrived at 
the village with his secretary just after 
the trouble had ended, and was very in- 
dignant at the insult which had been of- 
fered the flag of her majesty’s dominions.

Coroner Dr. Arthur got wind of 
the story two days afier the death 
and went to the scene of the murder 
at once. Though Hamlin was seen 
with a pumber of bank notes both 
before and at the time of his assault, 
no money of any description what- 
ever was found on him after death.

GOLD FIELDS OF THE YUKON. 


Plenty of the Precious Metal, But it is 


Ditticult to Reach, 


Some destitute Alaskan miners who 
were recently landed in San Francis- 
co by a United States revenue steam- 
ship brought a dismal account of the 
gold fields of the Yukon country. 
They do not dispute the claim that 
the mineral wealth exists there but 
they say that a great part of it 
lies under impenetrable mountains of 
ice. Moreover the high cost of liv- 
ing renders the prospects of the 
average miner, extremely dubious. 
Flour sells for $12 a 100 pounds and 
sugar 25 cents a pound and other 
necessaries of life are proportionate- 
ly as dear. For a meal of corn beef 
and beans in the settlements 75 
Inclement wea- 
ther too, limits the mining season 
to three and a half months each 
year. “Mining in Alaska,’’ said one 
of the prospectors “‘is differeat from 
mining in any other region I ever 
heard of. In prospecting for a claim 
you first have to dig up from six 
inches to three feet of moss, and be- 
neath that is a mass of ice of ques- 
tionable depth which has to be 
thawed betore you strike bedrock. I
